Setting Forth Briefly the Principal 
‘Reasons 


Why the Sewer Bonds Should Be De- 
| fea‘ed. 


Presented by the Citizens’ Committee 
of Thirty-six—An Extravagant 
and Wasteful System 
Denounced. 


[The following is the first section of an 
address prepared by the Committee of 
Thirty-six to the voters of Los Angeles, and 
adopted at their session Wednesday even- 
ing, August 2ist. Other sections are to 
follow, canvassing the question more 
specifically from a legal, # financial, an 
engineering, a sanitary and a laboring 
stand point. | 
To the Voters of the City of Los An- 
geles: On the 30th of this month you 
will vote on a proposition submitted 
by the City Council to issue bonds to 
the amount of $1,280,000, for the pur- 
pose of constructing portions of a 
sewer system and storm drains within 
the city, and an outfall sewer to the 
ocean. This is by far the largest sin- 
gle expenditure that the people of Los 
Angeles have ever been called upon to 
make, and it behooves them to con- 
sider carefully the step before them. 
We, the committee appointed by a 
meeting of citizens held at Turnve- 
rein Hall Saturday evening, August 
17th, desire to submit to you this ad- 
dress, embodying the substantial rea- 
sons why you should vote against 
placing this heavy burden of debt upon 
yourselves and your successors for the 
next twenty years. 

And in thus appealing in your own 
interest, we wish to represent that we 
are all concerned in the welfare and

would be practically inhibited from un- 
dertaking any other extensive public 
work. Should the cost of constructing 
the part of a sewexage system pro- 
posed exceed the estimuates—a contin- 
gency very likely ‘to arise—the 
city would be Jeft with an 
incomplete and useless work on its 
hands with no power.to raise funds 
sufficient for its completion. 

Should any great calamity overtuke 
the city demanding the expenditure of 
a large amount of money for the re- 
hapilitation of public buildings or 
works or the construction of works for 
the protection and preservation of life 
and property, the eity would be vir- 
tually powerless until legislative ac- 
tion way secured toéexpand the limit 
of indebtedness. 

Such being our objections to the 
proposition of the city government for 
the issuance of $1.280,000 in bonds for 
the construction of a partial sewerage 
system, we submit them to the candid 
consideration of the voters of the city 
of Los Angeles, and urge them to be- 
ware of this extravagant project, which, 
if adopted, is likely to plunge the city 
into debt and leave it without the ac- 
complishment of an object so greatly 
desired by all. 

We submit as an alternative propo- 
sition, in the event that the bonds are 
defeated at the polls, that the plans at 
present under consideration be 
throughly revised, and wherever it be 
feasible to economize in the matter of 
construction without lessening the 
utility of the service, it be done.

ON ITS RAMBLE.

Important Improvements That Are 
in Contemplation—How the Los 
Angeles and Pacific Railroad 
Wants to Come Into Town— 
Street Matters. 


The Board of Public Works made 
its reguiar weekly trip over the city 
yesterday afternoon. They started 
frum the new City Hall, on Fort street, 
at 1:20 o’clock, and returned at 4:45 
p-m. Improvements are going on at 
suca arate that the board has all it 
can attend to,and the time is fast 
coming when it will have to spend 
more than three days a week looking 
after the city’s interests. 

The first point visited was the corner 
of Third street and Grand avenue, 
The people who own property at the 


avenue are very anxious to have the 
street improved, for the reason that, 
during the rainy season, the water 
banks up in the lots east of Grand ave- 
nue and forms a disgusting pond. The 
members of the board were of the 
opinion that if the street is graded this 
defect will be remedied, and steps will 
be taken to grade it at once. 

The party was then driven to Boyle 
Heights to examine East First street 
from the power-houseout. It is claimed 
by the property-owners along the line 
ot the cabie road extension that the 
track is much higher than the grade, 
and they wanted the Board of Public 
Works to examine the track which is 
now being put down. The track 
seemed to be all right, and the board 
was undecided what to do. 

The proposed extension of the Los 
Angeles and Pacific road into the city 
was next examined. The company has 
applied for a right of way over the fol-

THE STATE OF WASHINGTON. 


Whole communities sometimes com-

Organized just north of Oregon, ‘‘the 


State of Washington.” This name 
will result in confusion and uncer- 
tainty from the very start, and the 
only way out of the dilemma will be 
to call this one ‘‘the Pacific Washing- 
ton.”” It must soon take that awk- 
ward appellation.

To realize the conditions the officers of the 
department who designed the vessels have 
been compelled to draw up plans for ves- 
sels which could not be built for the money 
appropriated, as work of high grade was 
required and it was expected that our naval 
vessels would be the best of their type in 
the world.” He did not think the ships 
could be constructed at the navy yards 
' (which are already crowded with work) at 
the prices fixed by Congress, 
Engineering experts believe the reason 
for the advanced figures of the bids is to be 
found in the severe requirements in the 
matter of speed and horse-power. The 
Yorktown approximates in size and cbharac- 
teristics the 2000-ton cruisers bid upon to- 
day.

The Assassination of Stilicho — Ex: 


ecution of William Wallace — 
Louis XVI. of France—Assassin- 
ation of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham —“We Have Met the Ene- 
my.” 


Three great generals, Flavius Sti- 
licho, Actius and Belisarius, defended 
the Roman Empire against the barba- 
rians, for which service the first two 
were assassinated by jealous emperors. 
Stilicho married the niece of the Em- 
peror Theodosius and was sent as am- 
bassador to Persia in 384. He fought 
against the Goths and defeated Alaric 
and other Gothie leaders in numerous 
battles. The jealousy of the Emperor 
aroused and he 
caused Stilicho to be assassinated at 
Ravenna, August 23,-408. 

WALLACE, THE SCOTTISH HERO. 

It was on August 23, 1305, that Will- 
iam Wallace, the Scottish hero, was 
executed at Smithfield by command of 
Edward I. That Prince had, by craft 
and violence, taken military possession 
of Scotland, ‘the chief nobiles having 
submitted to him. It was left to 
William Wallace, ayoung gentleman 
of Renfrewshire, to come to the de- 
fense of his country. He was fitted 
for the task, being of large stature and 
hardy frame, patient of fatigue and 
hardship, frank in his manners and at 
the same time of sound judgment. He 
soon collected ai large though 
irregular _ force, and won an 
important at Stirling 
over some of ward’s princi- 
pal officers, September 11, 1297. A 
month later he and Andrew Moray 
assumed the administration of na- 
tional affairs, and sent two eminent 
merchants to negotiate with the Hanse 
towns of Lubeck and Hamburg, and 
the next year Wallace became Regent 
of the kingdom. During his interval 
of authority, Wallace converted the 
three northern counties of England 
into a wilderness, upon which Edward 
led an army against him in person, 
and gaining a victory at Falkirk J Eda’ 
22 , 1298, put an end tohis power. 
lace took refuge in France, but was 
not able to obtain substantial assist- 
ance, and on his return to Scotland 
was betrayed into the hands of tke 
English and taken to London, where 
he wus subjected to a mob trial, as if 
he had been a traitor to his sovereign, 
Edward I. Conviction and execution 
quickly followed. Scotland has ever 
since cherished the memory of Wal- 
lace as the assertor of the liberties of 
their country. What Tell isto the 
Swiss and Washington is to Ameri- 
cans, Wallace is to the Scotch.. 

LOUIS XVI. OF FRANCE. 

The ill-fated Louis XVI., King of 
France, was born August 23, 1754, and 
by the death of his father, Louis the 
Dauphin, December 20, 1765, became 
heir to the French crown. He married 
Marie Antoinette, daughter of the 
Empress Marie Theresa, and became 
nos on the death of his grandfather,

THE FIRST DUKE OF BUCKINGHAM. 


Buckingham, was assassinated August

that he was dissatisfied, partly because

He underwent several com- 
munications, always asserting that he 
no accomplices, an when 
the Earl of Dorset threatened 
in the King’s name to examine 
him on the rack, he said: “I 
do affirm that my purpose was known 
must tell you, 
by the way, that if I am put upon the 
rack i will accuse you, my Lord Dor- 
set, and none other.”” This bold re- 
selve astounded the examiners. They 
consulted the judges, who declared 
that the infliction of torture was not 
by the laws of 
elton’s firmness thus did good service 
to his country in forcing from ‘the 
judges an avowal of a law which con- 
demned all their former practices. 
Felton continued in prison until No- 
vember, when he was executed at Ty- 
burn. As an example of his fanatic 
and vindictive spirit, it may be relate 
that he once cut off a piece of his own 
finger, which, with a challenge, be sent 
toa gentlemon who bad offended him, 
to show how little he heeded pain pro- 
vided he could have vengeance.
